2. 
THE  EECOED  COLLECTION 

The  original  design  for  the  Music  Boom  at  Fondren 
included  provision  for  a  phonograph  collection,  and  in 
19^9 >  with  the  opening  of  the  new  building,  this  col- 
lection was  established  by  the  purchase  of  a  few  record 
albums.  Soon,  donations  and  regular  allotments  in  the 
library  budget  increased  the  record  collection  to  an 
audible  library  of  impressive  scope.  Today,  the  six 
listening  booths  in  the  Music  Boom  receive  from  fifty 
to  sixty  hours '  use  daily,  and  the  growing  collection 
presents  a  balanced  selection  of  representative  works 
dating  from  antiquity  to  our  own  time . 

Considered  as  a  survey  of  our  musical  heritage,  the 
collection's  outstanding  holdings  are  its  many  recorded 
histories -in -s ound  .  Belated  to  these,  and  complementing 
them,  are  the  recorded  folk  music  anthologies  and  a  group 
of  "documentaries"  featuring  great  performers  of  the  past 

Phonograph  recordings  of  poetry  and  drama  form  an 
important  part  of  the  record  library,  and  a  number  of 
the  items  of  this  class  present  famous  authors  in  read- 
ings from  their  own  works .    Students  of  foreign

languages  will  find  in  the  collection  recorded  studies 
in  the  pronunciation  of  Spanish,  French,  German,  and 
Russian. 

Recently,  Pat  Quinn,  of  the  class  of  '3^,  ^ve 
Fondren  a  group  of  some  I5O  long-playing  jazz  records 
representing  trends  in  this  idiom  from  its  earliest 
days  down  to  the  present.  Thus,  at  a  stroke,  as  it 
were,  Fondren  has  installed  one  of  the  most  compre- 
hensive libraries  of  jazz  in  our  part  of  the  world. 

Complete  operas  on  records  are  being  acquired  as 
often  as  possible,  and  this  month,  orders  were  placed 
that  will  complete  our  collection  of  the  major  instru- 
mental works  of  J.  S.  Bach,  Beethoven,  and  Chopin.   It 
is  planned  that  every  important  composer  will  be  given 
like  representation  in  the  record  library,  a  long-term 
project  that  will  be  achieved  only  at  considerable  ex- 
pense .  Then  the  replacement  of  worn  records  and  the 
acquisition  of  works  that  do  not  fall  within  the  scope 
of  this  plan  will  leave  only  a  fart  of  the  record  bud- 
get for  the  purchase  of  established  masterpieces  that 
must  be  included  in  the  collection  - 
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Donations  to  the  record  fund  are  always  velcome, 
"but  gifts  to  that  part  used  for  strengthening  the 
collection's  backbone  will  be  particularly  appropri- 
ate at  this  time.  Bach's  cantatas  are  not  well  re- 
presented in  the  record  catalog.  Some  fifty  of 
these  have  been  recorded,  and  since  two  or  three 
cantatas  are  usually  included  on  a  single  disc,  the  ac- 
quisition of  all  that  are  available  on  records  is  not  an 
over-ambitious  project.  An  immediate  need  is  for  a  re- 
cent recording  of  his  Passion  According  to  St .  John. 
Handel,  Haydn^  and  Mozart  are  present  in  Fondren 's  col- 
lection, to  be  sure,  but  our  holdings  do  not  reflect  the 
abundance  of  works  in  all  forms  which  they  produced . 
January  27,  195^,  will  mark  the  bi -centennial  of  Mozart's 
birth^  and  an  increased  demand  for  his  music  can  be  ex- 
pected as  a  result  of  the  publicity  attending  the  anni- 
versary. 

Music  of  today  is  not  being  neglected,  nor  is  music 
from  the  very  distant  past.  The  collection's  breadth  as 
well  as  its  depth  must  be  a  matter  for  constant  consider? 
tion  if  it  is  to  prove  a  useful  tool  for  the  serious

tudent  as  veil  as  a  place  for  recreational  lis ten - 
ig.     This   brief  account  of  our  plan  will  convey  some- 
ling  of  our  determination  to  bring  the  record   library 
0  this   condition  of  usefulness;   and  as  music   courses 
Dntinue  to  appear  in  the   growing  curriculum  at  Eice, 
le  record  booths  at  Fondren  will  offer  students   the 
pportunity  to  hear  music   that  otherwise  would  not  be 
/ailable  to  them.
